2. Initially, DE8DEMONA was paid a foo of 55, 000 ttro 
($40, 30) par month. This was 1st or incrsasod to 35,000 lira ($55. 70). 

No formal contract was oror signod with DS8DSMONA, all agroomsMi 
bo lag oral. 


3. Tho compoasatioa which DE8DEMONA rocohsd was noror 
coasldorod by as as boiag anything boots than a sapplomoat of his incotno 
as a nowspapor writor and no domaads woro oror mads wpoa kirn which 
wonld hard iatovfsrod with his profossional cars or, thoagk ko sab* 
soqoontly claimsd that his work for as had lad to tho ssroranco of 
rotations with all his nowspapor contacts 

4. Daring tho yoar s of DESBEMONA 1 • association with as ko 
Wndortook sovoral trips which woro of somo Intaro ot to KUBARK:

obi to Turkey; one to the Bandung Coofimci; oua to Palestine; 
and, finally, om to Libya. For all of thin KUBARK paid the 
total ixpiQMi. including par diem. However, DESDEMONA waa 
g iv en no ipacial emolument (axe apt a small bonus altar the Bandung 
trip) as it was considered by as that these trips would aid and promote 
his journalistic career* (In fact, on the basis of the trip to Palestine 
ha wrote and published a book entitled u Mamma Sull 'orients' '). 

5. On the departure in 1957 of the Case Officer who was then 
handling him, contact with DE8DEUONA was te mp o ra rily suspended 
and was not resumed until 1958 at ths specific direction of Headquarters. 
Inasmuch ae the evaluation* on material subsequently rec aired frem 
him were consistently low, ths new Case Officer recommended 
DESDEMONA* i termination. However, it was agreed that he would 

be given further trial u n d er an entirely new eet of circumstance* and 
under new d IrecHen. This decision coin ci ded with a desire expressed 
by CT to establish contact with the Kalian c olo ny in 

Libya* Finally, It was decided by C- ^and c. ] to send DESDEMONA 
to Libya La March, 1959, travel and per diem to he paid by O. ^ 
operational expenses by CL T3 

6. As circumstances developed, DESDEMONA did not return 
until July. The prolongation of hie stay was dae, la part at least, 

to aa automobile accident in the Libyan desert near Quit in which 
DSSDEMONA's right leg appears to have boon severely wrenched* 

He was laid up for approximately two weeks after tide la a hotel in 
Tripoli* 

7. Upon returning to Rome he complained to the Case Officer 
not only of hie injury but of what he characterised as being shabby 
treatment on the part of hie KUBARK contact in Tripoli. At that time 
it did not appear that DESDEMONA** injury would have any serious 
consequences although it was obviously causing him some pain. 

8. On the basis of the quite negative evaluation received from 
Tripoli on DESDEMONA 4 * performance there, which coincided with 

£Z 3* previous evaluation, it was decided to request his tsr initi a ti on 
on the basis of a settlement outlined in Ref. A* :

Tha traatmaat was apparently mere eevere 
tan a maw of hla ago eowld stand and dnrlag It ha sotfored a heart 
att a ch. Ha spam tha —ad throe mantha la had In vary aariaa a 
cendttlea. Dartng thie period af coovaleeceace DKSDEMONA con- 
ttn aa d to receive hla monthly pay of 33,000 lira aad aa actlen waa 
takam an hla tarmlaatian theagh the Oaaa Otflear had hoe* nrgad to 

da ao hy tha Ghlaf, FI, c. 3 Tarmlaatian waa finally 

carried oat at hla dir act order. 

10. Shortly after hla termination, DX8DGMONA wrete to 

H 3 to p rota at at tha traatmaat ha had re ceiv ed aad a 

friend of hla, aa American woman, Virginia RfiSVKS, called oa 
L 3 to plead hla case. Aa a raaalt, It waa decided la Headqnarter • 
that file settlement with DK8DEMONA ahoald he re-enamlnod aad it 
waa snggeated to him through RJCEVKS that ha oatline to hla Casa 
Otflea r la Roma a settlement which wadi ha mora satisfactory to 
him.
